The prior art of record considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show 
or suggest the traffic shaper regulates output bandwidth of the MAC postprocessor 
using a token bucket algorithm in conjunction with one or more buckets each associated 
with a respective one of a plurality of flow classes, and wherein tokens allotted to each 
bucket for each one of said flow classes, in addition to the other limitations in the 
specific manner as recited in claims 1, 2, 4 - 6, 8 - 10, 12. . 

Claims 4 - 8, 8 - 10, 12 are allowed due to allowed base claim 2. 

So as indicated by the above statements, Applicant's arguments have been 
considered persuasive, in light of the set of claims with limitations as well as the 
enabling portions of the specification. The dependent claims further limit the 
independent claims and are considered allowable on the same basis as the 
independent claims as well as for the further limitations set forth.
